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RED CLOVER SEED, 


'filings Worth Knowing; When Bny- 
ins—Impurities nnrt Adulterations. } 

Reports coming from various sections 
of the United States show, according 
to Botanist Pieters of the agricultural 
department,, that with advancing prices 
a large amount of adulterated clover 
seed is offered and that where buyers 
are not sufficiently careful or well in¬ 
formed much is actually sold. This au¬ 
thority * further' telll that the clover 
crop for 1900 has not been up to the av¬ 
erage in either quality or quantity, es¬ 
pecially in the states that furnish the 
higher grades. European dealers are 
offering seed in Amerieh, and although 
much pf this is doubtless American 
seed that was exported during times 
of low prices, it is possible some seed 
of the European variety may find its 
way to America. The use of European 
clover seed would undoubtedly prove 
disappointing to the American farmer, 
since the plant seems to be ill adapted 
to flip climate prevailing in the clover 
growing sections of the United States. 
The variety has not been extensively 
tried, in America owing t to the high 
price the seed usually commands at 
home, but ns far as trials .have been 
made it is clearly unfit for planting in 
the latitude of Washington.

Now is the tijne to be on the lookout 
for-roup. 

Do not keep hens that are more than 
2 years old. 

The best stock is the cheapest. Never 
sell the best, and never buy anything but 
the best. 

The chaff from the barn is a good 
thing to throw into the chicken yard for 
(he hens to scratch over. 

In yards where the soil is compact a 
failure to provide, gravel will cause indi¬ 
gestion and bowel troubles, 

Light, nutritious and easily digested 
food is what confined fowls require. Feed 
regularly and in rotation various kinds 
of food—all that they wifi eat .up clean. 

When choice poultry are raised and 
are fed until they are plump and fat, it 
will nearly always pay to kill and dress 
before sending to market. Pick them 
dry, t 

Grain should be only a portion of the 
diet of fowls. Aud yet few flocks re¬ 
ceive anything but grain. As such food 
will not promote laying, it is not surpris¬ 
ing that many well fed flocks do not 
prove profitable. 

The fact .should not be overlooked that 
with poultry, as with everything else, 
good care accounts for one-half at least. 
The best breed, the best poultry house 
and the best feed are necessary in rais¬ 
ing poultry, but strict attention to de¬ 
tails is fully as necessary.

CARE OF MEN’S CLOTHING, 


In some localities.low' grades of clo¬ 
ver seed are demanded because the clo¬ 
ver is to be used as green manure, and 
it is thought that the weeds will fur¬ 
nish gseen material for plowing undqr 
and can tbits do no harm. This is’true 
, to a certain extent, but the weeds fall 
j far short of the clover as a green ma- 
j nure, and the value of the sod will be 
reduced in proportion to the.abundance 
of weeds!

How to Renovate tt When it Shows • i arge quantities of the seeds of the 


Signs of Shabbiness. 

When partly worn suits are properly 
mended and renovated, it greatly Im¬ 
proves their appearance aud makes 
them last much longer than if this 
work Is neglected. When the back of 
the coat becomes shiny, sponge it 
well, lay a cloth over it and iron it dry. 
Place a piece of-thin, firm goods under 
three cornered tears and tiny breaks 
When they occur and darn the edges 
flown to it, When the edges of the 
uoat or Vest become worn, remove the 
braid, if there is any, and replace it 
with new. The back of the vest often 
wears out before the rest of the gar¬ 
ment, and when such is the case re¬ 
move the old back, press it carefully 
and use it as a pattern to cut the new 
one by. You can see how to put it in 
by examining a new vest. The corners 
of the pockets should be sewed back-in 
place as soon as they begin to tear 
down. 

A thorough brushing and cleaning are 
often necessary, but many cleaning 
fluids contain strong drugs which are 
neither necessary nor advisable for 
this purpose, as they often fade the 
cloth. The following is a very simple 
and effective method of cleaning coat 
collars and removing soiled spots from 
woolen clothiugi Prepare a strong, 
foamy suds by dissolving pearline in 
hot water, dip a clean, stiff brush In it 
and scrub the sbiled portion with it. 
An old toothbni'sh that has been dis¬ 
carded for toilet purposes is good for 
this work. .Dip it in frequently, chang¬ 
ing the suds for a clean one whenever 
It gets dirty. When'the spots are re¬ 
moved, scrub with clean water and 
hang It up until dry enough to iron. 
Press it oh the wrong side or if that Is 
not convenient cover the right side 
with a cloth and iron until perfectly 
dry.

Cerenl Rmt In the United State*. 

According to the investigations of M. 
A. CarletoU, it appears that at least 
six and possibly seven distinct rusts 
affect the cereals of the United States, 
as follows: Orange leaf rust of wheat, 
orange leaf rust of rye, crown rust of 
oats, black stem rust of wheat and 
barley, black stem rust of rye, black 
stein rust of oats and maize rust. Of 
these the black stem rusts of wheat 
aud oats.are by far the most destruc¬ 
tive, that occurring on maize being of 
sligbt importance. 

The leaf rusts are evenly distributed 
over the United States wherever their 
hosts are grown. The stem rusts are 
most prevalent between the Alleghany 
mountains and the ninety-fifth degree 
of west iongltude north of the thlrty- 
Seventh degree of north latitude and 
In portions of Texas and California. 
The leaf rusts and -.crov/n rusts are 
proportionately more important In the 
Atlantic and southern coast states. 

The author believes that the damage 
towbeat and, oats from rusts probnbly 
exceeds that caused by any other fun¬ 
gus or insect pest and In some localities 
is greater than that due to all other 
enemies combined,

In the line of trained nursing - ^„ 
departure has been taken which will ap- 
pond to the housekeeper who has strug¬ 
gled with the question of home nnrsing 
or its alternative. Convalescent nurses 
are trained to take care of the patient 
during the last weeks of a fever or other 
lingering sickness before he is well 
enough tp go out and yet demands com- 
panioiiship. The duties are light, con¬ 
sisting merely of reading aloud, giving 
tomes, keeping the depressed’spirits up, 
seeing that the invalid does not overdo 
and all the hundred aDd one things which 
the occasion demands. 

Of course the salary is not so great cs 
it-' Would be if more detailed attention 
uvire required, but by means of this 
change many a nurse who could not 
Bpend the time and money necessary to 
take the full course at a training school 
apa hospital is enabled to begin her du¬ 
ties in this way, while the boon to the 
average income is a great one, enabling 
a nurse to be retained during the trying 
weeks which succeed a dangerous illness, 
when otherwise the family would be 
obliged often to do the hundred and one 
things which a querulous patient de¬ 
mands and which are so fagging. While 
the fSilary of the expert nurse is from 
a week up, that of the convalescent 
muse is about $S or $ 10 , and yet her 
work may be as satisfactory as that of 
the other.

COURT ADJOURNS. 


The February term of the Su¬ 
preme Judicial Court, after a ses¬ 
sion of two weeks, adjourned final¬ 
ly on Saturday last. Fpr several 
reasons this has been an impor¬ 
tant terqi. During the first week 
of its session there were no trav¬ 
erse juries in attendance. 

The grand jury began its work 
promptly on the first day of the 
term and did not conclude until 
Tuesday morning of last week, 
after a session of seven days. Sel¬ 
dom, if ever, in Oxford county has 
the work before the grand jury oc¬ 
cupied more than one week, but 
the result as shown by its final re¬ 
port, explained the long session. 
There were sixty indictments 
found,—the largest number ever 
reported at any one term in the 
history of the county. Of these in¬ 
dictments, fifty-two were for viola¬ 
tion of the prohibitory law; two, 
for larceny; one, for assault and 
battery; one for malicious mis¬ 
chief; one for attempted burglary; 
one for breaking, entering and lar¬ 
ceny ; two against the Grand 
Trunk Bailway Co. for transport¬ 
ing cattle in cars which are insuf¬ 
ficiently protected from the cold 
and storms. Of the liquor indict¬ 
ments, forty-two were against 
Bumford Falls parties; four 
against a Norway party; four 
against an Oxford man; two 
against Woodstock parties. 

No civil cases were tried before 
the traverse juries, and immedi¬ 
ately after the reporting of the 
grand jury, the criminal work was 
taken up. The first criminal case 
tried was the Hebron burglary 
case, in which Jas. White, Thomas 
Howard, and Thomas Murray, were 
alleged to have attempted to break 
and enter the store of Fred Pack¬ 
ard at East Hebron. The bur¬ 
glars were frightened away by the 
barking of Mr. Packard’s dog and 
were pursued and found in the car 
house of the Portland & Bumford 
Falls Bailway, at East Hebrou, 
where they were captured and 
later committed to jail to await 
the action of the grand jury. This 
trial occupied .one whole day. 
County Attorney E. C. Park ap¬ 
peared for the State, and Hon. Jas. 
S. Wright of So. Paris defended. I 
The jury returned a verdict of 
guilty against all three and Jas.. 
White was sentenced to two years 
at hard labor in the State prison, 
and Howard and Murray to eigh-1 
teen months each. 

Several divorce cases were heard 
during the second week of the 
term, and many of those indicted 
on liquor cases settled by pleading 
guilty and paying their fines, or 
receiving a jail sentence. 

Some $1,200 was received from 
liquor fines and settlements of new. 
and old cages, and on defaulted 
bonds, and some $450 in fines im¬ 
posed where the parties could not 
pay and were committed to -jail* 
for from sixty to ninety days. 
Some of these may pay, 

Thomas Sloan of Bumford, 
against whom were found six 
liquor indictments, pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced on two of the 
six, one hundred dollars and costs 
on each, and in default of payment 
ninety days in jail. Ho is now in 
jail. Harry S, Hassell of Norway, 
against whom there were four in¬ 
dictments, was®fined $200 and costs 
or sixty day s in jail. Hassell had 
alreadyjjbeon in jail three months 
on a bound over ease from the Nor¬ 
way municipal court. 

Walteril-Ianson of Bumford paid 
$125 on^iiquor nuisance; Arthur 
Richardson Of Denmark, $116, on 
search and seizure; Fred W. No¬ 
ble, $25, flnofton assault and bat¬ 
tery; Patrick JAIeobrtn, $101, on 


liquor cases but has gotten clear. 
The grand jury at this term re¬ 
turned five indictments against 
him; four single sales and one 
common seller. Gates was full of 
fight and evidently his pugnacity 
inspired County Attorney Park 
with somewhat of the same spirit. 
County Attorney Park took up the 
indictment as a common seller for 
trial first. Cates secured»the ser¬ 
vices of Ex-Judge Foster of Port¬ 
land to defend him, and with Fos¬ 
ter was Ralph Parker of Bumford 
Falls. A stubborn fight was made 
by Foster. County Attorney Park 
appeared for the State, and the 
case occupied nearly a day in its 
trial. The jury reiurned a verdict 
of guilty, and Mr. Cates was fined 
$ 100 , and costs amounting to some 
$70. Besides this he pleaded guil¬ 
ty to one of the single sale indict¬ 
ments and paid a $50 fine on that. 
Much interest was shown in this 
case and the conviction is looked 
[ upon by many as of salutary effect 
for the temperance cause. A large 
number of those at Bumford Falls 
who were indicted, got wind of the 
movement and there was quite an 
exodus for parts unknown so that 
many of the alleged offenders have 
not yet been taken into custody. 
County Attorney Park says that 
he did not ask for jail sentences in 
many of the cases as nearly all 
were in matters where the parties 
had not previously been before the 
court, but now that a record has 
been given of a violation of the 
law, another offence might call for 
a jail sentence. Mr. Park says 
that those who have been violating 
the Statutes have had sufficient 
warning of what may be expected, 
and it is their own fault if they 
find themselves’in the clutches of 
the law.

1 0 COJNiN ELL ELECTED 

Voters Turned Out In Force In , 
the: Contest at Worcester 

Other News of Interest from Various 
Parts of New England States.' 

Worcester, Mass., Feb. 20.—Philip J, 
O’Connell was elected mayor of Wor¬ 
cester at the special election held yester¬ 
day, defeating William A. Lytle, the Re¬ 
publican nominee, by a majority of 511. 
The vote was 0559 to 9048, and tlio 
largest ever cast at a municipal election 
in Worcester. 

The election was made necessary by 
a tie vote for mayor in December, when, 
after a recount, each candidate was 
found to have S0G1 votes. Flection 
night it was announced that Lytle had 
won by 41 votes. The next morning 
a mistake was discovered, which elected 
O’Connell. A recount and the tie fol¬ 
lowed. 

O’Connell went to the Massachusetts 
supreme court on disputed ballots, 
which he claimed should not be counted 
for Lytle, but the court decided against 
him, and a special election was neces- t 
sary. 

The Special election was preceded by 
nnprecented registration in Worcester,' 
901 new names being placed on the lists 
after the city had apparently been 
swept clean in December. It is esti¬ 
mated that nearly 3000 Republican 
votes were cast for the Democratic can¬ 
didate. , 

Dr. Trucblood’s Hot Shot 
Boston, Feb. 22,—“Patriotism and 
Militarism” were discussed before the 
Woman’s Educational and Industrial 
union yesterday during which Dr.. 
Trueblood, delegate to The Hague con¬ 
ference, said: “A grea.t tide of mili¬ 
tarism, brutality, commercialism and 
coarseness is passing over the ci vilized 
world at the present time, and in this 
we find as prime movers Bismarck, Ce¬ 
cil Rhodes, Dr. Lyman Abbott and Kip¬ 
ling.” The speaker denounced the 
statement of Dr. Abbott that the Fili¬ 
pinos were barbarian dogs. “No man 
could make such a Statement unless hi 3 
mind were perverted by iliis wave of 
savagery now passing over us. To 
stand by the wrongdoing of a govern¬ 
ment is not patriotism, but the deepest 
and most contemptible treason a man 
| could be guilty of.”

!, and is now confined in the Strafford 
county jail, charged with murder. 

It now seems that tile people of Lee 
are not satisfied that Mrs. Jenkins was. 
accidentally shot, Her - son, Ellery D, 

. Jenkins of Lowell, Mass,, came here 
Wednesday and had a long®consulta- 
tion with County Solicitor Scott oyer 
the affair. He informed that official 
that new facts had been brought to 
. light which made the case look sus- 
pleious. Mr, Scott, accompanied by 
Deputy Sheriff Cushman, went to the 
Jenkins residence yesterday and 
thoroughly investigated the case. He 
• examined niSe persons, following which 
a complaint was s worn out by Ellery D. 
Jenkins, charging Frank Ballard/witli 
the murder of Mrs. Josephine E. Jen¬ 
kins by shooting on Feb. JS, and that 
. she died from the effects of said shot 
about 12 hours later. 

Ballard was then placed under arrest 
by Deputy Sheriff Cushman,• and 
brought to this city last, night. Bal¬ 
lard says tliat he is innocent of the 
charge against him, and that the shoot¬ 
ing was purely accidental. Said he: 
“Mrs. Jenkins was always very kind 
to me, and we never had any trouble. 
Had she beeu my mother she could not 
have been more kind to me.” 

VVith tears in his eyes he then ex¬ 
plained how the shooting occurred. He 
said he did not. understand the use of 
firearms and had been told'by Mr . 1 Jen¬ 
kins never to touch the gun,‘but had a 
strong desire to learn how to shoot it. 
After Mr. Jenkins left the house on 
that Monday morning Mrs. Jenkins 
went to the yard to hang out her wash¬ 
ing, and Ballard thought it would be a 
good time to try the gun. 

“I went to raise the hammer of the 
gun,” said he, “when my thumb slipped 
and the hammer flew back. There was 
ajloud report. 1 heard a scream and 
when the smoke cleared away T saw 
the form of Mrs. Jenlvins lying on the 
floor. I did not see her before the gun , 
was discharged. I was so badly fright- i 
ened I did not know what to do. j , 
finally threw the cartridges away out 
in the field, and put the gun back where i 
I found it. I ran‘to the house of Sar- ] 
gent Jenkins, where I told him that i 
someone had shot Mrs. Jenkins I af- i 
terwards told him the man who shot j 
her ran down the cellar stairs. I was ( 
so frightened I did not know what to i 
do or say, but firfally I confessed that 
I did the shooting.” 

Ballard went to the Jenkins home 
on Jan. 1 last, being taken by them from 1 
a home in Boston, to he cared for. The 1 
prisoner says that he has two sisters 1 
who are well-to-do, residing in Massa- t 
chusetts, but he refused to give their s 
addresses, as lie does not Wish to dis- 1 
grace them. After Ballard was brought c 
to this eity his friends retained Ernest V 
B, Folsom to defend him. e 


Cisneros Would Not Sign Cuban Consti¬ 
tution to He Submitted to Washington / 
5 Havana, Feb. 22.—The Cuban con¬ 
stitution was signed last’evening. One 
copy was sent to Governor General 
Wood, and the other placed among the 
records of the convention, The presi- 
ient and vice president of the conven¬ 
tion signed first, the delegates following 
in the order of their seats on the floor 
pf the convention, the two secretaries 
Signing last. 

Senor Cisneros created a sensation byf 
refusing to sign. He said: “Cuba is 
now independent, and I can see no 
reason for sending this constitution to 
the United States for acceptance. The 
United States government has no right 
to pass upon it, for it is a distinctly 
Cuban document and was drawn up 
by this convention, which has assumed 
the responsibility of establishing the re¬ 
public.” rf" 

Several delegates crowded around 
him and endeavored to dissuade him 
from his course, but he was immovable., 
As the delegates retired Seuor Tamayo 
remarked: v “We are all Cubans, 
Senor,’' and Cisneros replied: “Yes. 
when the time comes to light the Ameri¬ 
cans, we will fight them together.” 

Then he turned toward the press 
table and, shaking his fist at the Ameri¬ 
can newspaper men. said: “The Ameri¬ 
cans are like the monkey. When the 
monkey closes its paw on a thing it 
never wants to let go,” 

! Subsequently, he said he would sign 
the copy of the constitution that had 
been filed with the records of the con¬ 
vention, but would wait until the other ! 
had been sent to Washington, in order 
to avoid any possibility of his name 
being attached to that also. 

Senor Capote delivered the document 
to General Wood. The latter would 
not say whether he intended to for¬ 
ward it immediately to Washington or 
to wait until an agreement had been 
reached as to the future relations be¬ 
tween Cuba and the United States.

'-Strong Objection to Hostile 
Demonstration In China 


Will Refresh Recollections of Foreign 
Ministers In Rekin 


Washington, Feb. 20.—The state de¬ 
partment, after a cabinet discussion 
yesterday bad developed the attitude of 
tbe administration, cabled Minister 
'Conger to communicate to tbe foreign 
-ministers at Pea in the feeling of :the 
United States government that further 
-hostile expeditions should not be in¬ 
dulged in at this time. It is understood 
•that this course was regarded as best, 
since it loft room for another appeal to 
Die powers directly through their for¬ 
eign oflices in case Mr. Conger’s ef¬ 
forts are futile. ’ 

The state department officials decline 
,*0 ma,; e public the text of the note. 
However, it was said to he in perfect 
accord with the policy already devel¬ 
oped and to make manifest the deep 
conviction of the United States govern¬ 
ment that the proposed hostile expedi¬ 
tion Is in violation of the rights of 
the individual parties to the peace ne¬ 
gotiations, because tending to bring 
.about the failure of these negotiations. 

If the threat of military expeditions 
Is based upon a desire to force the Chi¬ 
nese envoys to speedier action on the 
ministerial proposals, then it must be 
stated that our government disapproves, 
feeling- that it has not yet been dem¬ 
onstrated sufficiently that the Chinese 
.government is not acting to the best of 
•Its ability. 

Regarding the insistence of the for¬ 
eign ministers on the imposition of the 
»death penalty upon the whole list of 
proscribed Chinese officials it is re¬ 
called that the Chinese agreed to ad¬ 
minister the severest possible punish¬ 
ment, and it is conceived here that it 
may he entirely impossible for that gov¬ 
ernment to go to the length demanded 
iby the ministers. 

These considerations are, of course, 
Tcnown to the foreign ministers in Pe¬ 
kin, but it will be Mr. Conger’s duty to 
refresh their recollections as to the 
engagements their governments entered 
fnto with the United States, as well as 
avith China, and ho will point out that 
•our attitude is in exact accordance 
with tlie outline laid down in the formal 
motes preceding the beginning of the ne¬ 
gotiations. 

The United States government will 
continue to deal with the oilier powers 
through their diplomatic agencies, ig¬ 
noring the suggestion that the ministers 
sat Pekin have no control oyer the mili- 
fary forces statiohed there, and carry¬ 
ing out the same theory General Chaf¬ 
fee will act in thorough harmony with 
•any suggestions made by Mr. Conger.
